Chinese Commynist Party, 
was In some way equally as 
significant ns Mr Chou’s. 


Obviously It was no pleasure 
trip. Peng Chen wanted to 
make contact with the 
governments of East 
Europe and he did so, 
managing to visit Russia, 
Czechoslovakia, Italy, 
Rumania, Bulgarin, Albania 
und Yugoslavia, He was a 
political explorer, 


But anybody who hoped that 
Chinese Communiam would 
be more “liberal” than the 
Russian brand must have 
been completely disillusion. 
ed when Peng Chen 
delivered his public 
speeches. At all time he 
rammed home three points; 
he said “uncompromisingly 
the Soviet Union is the, head 
of the Socialist camp;” that 
the bonds between the 
Communist countries must 
be tightened, not relaxed; 
that Chinn gave unqualified 
support to the Soviet policy 
in Hungary, 


HIS was blunt enough to 
put an end to the belief 
which had grown up that 
secretly China was sup- 
porting the satellite coun- 
tries in‘ their struggle to 
become less dependent on 
Russian. Obviously  there- 


fore the visit by Peng Chen 
and Chou , En-laj was of 

at service to’. th 
Russians and to satellite 
Communist jeaders, It re- 
inforced their — self- 
confidence, 


Tt ia true that Peng Chen's 
tour may not have been 
quite all that it seemed, It 
had other Interests be- 
sides the published ones 
He’ Inld particular impor- | 
tance on his vinit lo] 
Yugoslavia, and he can 
hardly have expressed to 
Marshal Tito any fervent 
loyalty by China to Russia. | 
Such sentiments would not 
have been welcomed by the 
Yugoslav leader; moreover 
the Chinese Communists 
wish to have na foot In both 
camps—the Titolat one a8, 
well as in Moscow. 


The question which 
mediately poses itself is 
why are the Chinese 80 
firmly supporting Russia 
even at the cost of losing 
credit by associating them- 
selven go blatantly with the 
great wrong the Soviet 
Union has done in dun- 
gary? The answer appears 
to be that Chinn needa 
Ruasia economically. 


CHINA'S development plans 
are still only at their first 
stage. Peking relics on 
', Moscow for enpital equip- 
ment to carry out jits pro- 
gramme, Until this is for 
more advanced China can- 
_ not hope to have anything 
like an independent policy. 
China depends on the 
Russian economy, and at 
‘the same time the Russian

continue to rise in Man- 
churia it is necessary 
Peking’s view. that the 
workers of Poznan. and of 
Pt a should be under 
firm Soviet discipline.
